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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment requires in the independnt claim that the operation be performed with a weft 
insertion carnage and that the lap of threads applied is a single layer of continuous threads. Both are new issues requiring further search 
and/or consideration. Additionally, the proposed amendment cancelled only 2 claims while presentign three new claims for consideration. 
Note that the new! clainris require further consideration as well where they require determinations relating to the amount of reinforcement in 
the assembly as well as the thicness of the finished composite sheet material which previously were not considered. 


Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims stand rejected for the same reasons 
as presented in the earlier action.
